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-HEIGHTENED POLARIZATION PORTENDS TROUBLED YEAR

_Text | The year 1983 dawns under the gloomiest of skies for the 
whole world. Crisis, stagnation, conflicts erupting, regional 
conflict threatening, and even the nightmare menace of world war 
-- all conspire at the new year's birth to instill fear and even 
dread. "The terrible year" was what the poet, his eye fixed on 
little Europe and even his own little country, called 1370. will 
this year of 1983 be the planet's "terrible year" no poet will 


live to sing? 


In this apocalyptic perspective, Africa, alas! has a front-row 
seat. A quick glance through our recent issues brings forebod- 
ings of "tomorrows that sing" no joyous song: cruel uncertain- 
ties in Chad, religious ferment in Nigeria, harking back to what 
we might have thought was the dead past, the troubling aftermath 
of a bloody coup d'etat in Upper Volta, grave violations of human 
rights here and there, the prospect of bankruptcy for all Africa 

not to mention the woeful wakes of all these wars that have 
dragged on through the years, in West Africa, Eritrea, Somalia, 
Southern Adrica... 


The African continent is in full-fledged political and ideological 


crisis. Never has the ideological polarization of the African 
nations been so acute, so visible, so dangerous. Each nation pro- 
claims its fealty -- shorn of nuance and barren of results -- to 


one of the two great doctrines that have prevailed throughout the 
world since the end of World War II: capitalism, with its var- 
iants ranging from fascist-style dictatorship to social democracy, 
and Marxism, whose array of forms is not quite so diverse. 


Any honest observer must admit that neither of these two doctrines 
has shown itself capable of solving the problems of today's world, 
let alone those of Africa. 





Capitalism is impotent in the face ot the global crisis smoul- 
dering all over the world, and its disciples are tearing one 
another to pieces. It came up with the idea of a North-South 
dialogue that was to be, in the minds of its inventors, a way 
out of the world crisis through a fair and equitable readjust- 
ment in the economic policy of the industrial powers to the 


needs of the developing countries. There was indeed the seed 
in it that might have led to the discovery of a rewarding way 
out of the dilemma for both sides. But the selfishness and 


blindness of the developed countries, concerned before all else 
with protecting their privileges and their access to the raw 
materials with which the developing countries supplied them, 
blocked the establishment of a more balanced system of trade 
between the nations of the North and the nationsof the South. 
Ihe North-South dialogue, having degenerated into a dialogue 

of the deat, was adjourned sine die. 


As for socialism, a quick glance at the economies of the so- 


called socialist countries will show that it haus everywhere led, 
in the economic domain, to failure and deteat, even though it 
might manage at first to chalk up some successes. The economic 


state of the USSR and its satellites would hardly allow anyone 
to hold them up as models for the Third World to follow. Do 
we not see the USSR relying on westerr technology for comple- 
tion of such major undertakings as exploitation and transport 
of Siberian natural gas? 


And so it is that Africa is adrift, staring at an ideological 
void history has thrown in its way; within its own body, it 
confronts an active rivalry, rather like a maratnon race in 
which, with an intensity that has redoubled over the past 10 
years or so, the two great monotheistic religions, Islam and 
Christianity, strive against one another. As if religion were 
determined to take advantage of the ideological and political 
defeats of the present - in order to impose itself as the 
dominant social force, ready to fill the ideological void and 
to replace the superstructures of the states with its own struc- 
tures and its own ideology. 


Have we not witnessed, for years, now, an upsurge of Islamic 
fundamentalism in certain regions of the Sahel? Certain grave 
events that occurred in Nigeria in 1980 and 1982, of which this 
issue contains a reminder and an analysis, are fixed in all our 
memories; yet Muslim fundamentalist agitation, without always 
achieving the same spectacular or tragic aspect, is everywhere 
to be found, from the Indian Ocean to the Atlantic and in the 
Sahel strip. Chad, where Islam pushes forward, sword in hand, 
is a particularly significant case in point. 


Elsewhere, the Catholic Church, which had given up Africa north 
of the Sahara as gone beyond recall, is currently showing the

keenest interest in the African continent. It is certainly no 
mere chance that the pope, in his much-heraided voyage to Africa, 


chose Nigeria as one of his major stops. It would seem that it 
is in this emmense and immensely rich country that the spiritual 
-- and hence temporal -- rivalry between Christianity and Islam 


looms most ominously for Catholicism. 


In this context ot what might be called a sort ot religious cold 
war, Arabs and Africans are proving incapable of adopting a 
political, economic, and philosophical posture adequate to trans- 
cend short-sighted partisan views and agree on a vigorous moral 
position that could beget fruitful harmony. They stand as if 
paralyzed betore the imperialist crimes and frenzies. 


[The Arab League, by its silence and impotence in the face ot the 

savage bombing of Beirut and the massacres at Sabra and Shatila, 

has again discredited itself in the eyes of those whose voice 

it should be. And the OAU has not taken a better stand, with its 
members still clawing at one another and so alienating each other 
as to approach the tripwire of explosion with its repeated fail- 

ures to sit down together at Tripoli. For the first time in its 

history, the Panafrican organization could not manage to hold 

its 1982 summit meeting. What a presage for 1983! 


Meanwhile the adversaries of Arabs and Africans are taking ad- 
vantage of the lack of Panafrican and Panarab institutions with 
terrifying impudence to unleash their most crushing blows. 

Israel puts Lebanon to fire and sword, no longer bothering to hide 
its expansionist aims as it openly steps up the pace of settling 
new Jewish colonies on the West Bank. South Africa is hitting 
its neighbors harder and harder (its criminal incursion into the 
very capital of Lesotho is a challenge to the law of nations) and 
at greater and greater distances. It looks upon all of Southern 
Africa as a zone that must be subjected to its complete and utter 
control in order to make sure of its own security. 





Things at the economic level are no more comforting to the Afri- 
cans: the bottom falling out of prices for basic products, the 
worsening deterioration of terms of trade, the dizzying upward 
spiral of indebtedness in most countries, made swifter still by 
the international deregulation of currencies, the steadily ris- 
ing prices ot manufactured products Africa must import... Every- 
body knows that the world economic situation, without open, vi- 
eorcus, and concerted action by all nations, great and small, 
can only spread the gap between the former and the latter. Well, 
all of Africa belongs with the latter. 


After 22 years of independence, no African nation has yet managed 
to design a development process clearly distanced from capital- 
ism and Marxism alike. The great thinkers whose ideas have been 
imported into Africa have turned out to be incapable of resolving 











the Crisis that is crushing the continent, and the Africans 


have not Learned the lessons of that failure. Instead of re- 
srouping and inventing some new strategy to cope with the pre- 
sent state of economic war, they split and squabble over out- 


moded patterns, pitting "progressives" against "moderates" 
and vice versa. 


The tract is that there is a great emptiness in African conscien- 
ces, a disenchantment upon which uneasiness and confusion batten. 
This is happening simultaneously on the political level, since 
none ot the roads tried seems to be the right one; on the cul- 
tural level, since efforts in this direction have led only to 
bastaru forms that destroy the inmost bonds of nations, even as 
they fallaciously proclaim themselves authentic; and on the be- 
havioral level, where we see the erosion of the concept of be- 
longing to a regional, national, cr sopra-national entity. 

[This situation is a windfall for religious types who stand ever 
ready to fill the emptiness with their full certitudes. Reli- 
gions, though, have hardly ever had openi:; wide the eyes of 
their faithful as their primary goal. Furthermore, their rival- 
ries engender still more conflicts. 





Africa has sought outside itself for solutions it can find only 
within itselt, through a clearer awareness of the uniqueness of 
its problems. Through a more accurate perception of priorities. 
The Arab world has immense resources, and it has the same faith. 
And yet it fails in all its designs because of its divisions. 

It is high time that Africans stop polarizing themselves over 
non-existent issues, that they realize that the Saharan Arab 
Democratic Republic, however you look at it, is less dangerous 
than South Africa, and that Hissene Habre is less frightening 


than Pieter Botha. 


If they are to survive the anguish in this storm zone the world 
has sailed into, and in which this turbulence is destined to 
continue and heighten, Africans must first of all persuade them- 
selves that they are not going to get out of it with the hel; of 
imported solutions, or one by one. Kwame N'Krumah's "conscic - 
scism" is more valid today than ever, and his slogan, "Africa 
Must Unite," should be the sole line of conduct for Africans who, 
as they face the new year, have only one thing to do: fasten 
their seat-belts and pull in their elbows.

These five countries 
would be ideally suited to 
exploit the potential of 
the Zambezi basin to- 
gether. 

Angola, Nambia and 
Tanzania could be brought 
in later. “And in the sort 
of time scale we are talk- 


of the several options 
open to the Government 
wil] have to be made with- 
in a few years as it takes 
several vears to plan, 
build and commission a 
power station. 

These options include a 
300 mW extension to the 
Kariba South Bank exten- 
sion, But almost all the 
flow of the Zambezi is 
now being used and this 
extension would generate 
just 70Ogwh (gigawatt 
hours) of energy a year. 

A gigawatt hour is a 
million kilowatt hours: a 
large one-bar electric fire 
uses a kilowatt hour of 
energy every hour.

generate about 2500 gwr 
a year, almost a third of 
Zimbabwe's present con- 
sumption.

So the increased capa- 
sity of Kariba would be 
an advantage as it would 
allow more energy to be 
e~nerated at special times 
when power demand 
reaches a peak. 

Indeed am extension to 
the Kariba North power 
station could be Puilt. 
Although Oo extra emergy 
could be generated for 
the more than $100 mil- 
lion ijimvestment. about 
200 mW extra would be 
available to generate peak 
power, but no extra 
energy could be produced 
over a year. 

The extra capacity 
would simply allow Capco 
to be more flexible in vary- 
ing its output. 

The other options avail- 
able are: the second 
phase of Hwange Ii, 
identical im size to the 
first phase; the Mupata 
Gorge High Dam or the 
Mupata Gorge Low Dam; 
Batoka Dam; Devil's 
Gorge Dam; a_ thermal 
nuywer station at Sengwa,; 
thermal stations at Lu- 
bumbi and Chiambora, and 
a reservoir a Katombora, 
upstream of Victoria 
Falls on the Zambezi, 
which would provide no 
extra power but by regu- 
lating water flow would 
allow the, by then, five 
downstream dams to 
generate amother 1000 
gwh a year. 

The Zambezi sciiemes 
would have to be shared 
with Zambia, which would 
pay half the costs. 

An extra option would 
be a connection to Cabora 
Rassa. The distance be- 
tween the dam and Harare 
is about 300km, more 
than two-thirds of tie 
distance being inside 
Zimbabwe. 

Dr David said a direct- 
curremt line, with ter- 
minal equipment at both 
ends, and capable of 
supplying Zimbabwe with 
500 mW more than from

Stage I of Hwange. would 
cost about $90 million. Tne 
line could pe doubied 
later at a cost of about 
$60 muliioa. 

The capital costs would 
thus be considerably 
lower than building a aew 
power station. 

Cabora Basse has 
2000mW _sinstalled at 
present, with a contract 
signed at Indepemdence, to 


supply South Africa. 

But the Mozambican 
authorities are planning 
a 1700 mW ertension to 
Cabora ‘Basse, both for 
their own needs and for 
power exporta, 

Dr David sald he had 
been assured that the 
Mozambican consortium 
would put up the capital 
costs of the extension if 
there were a guarantee 
that the power could be 
sold. Both Zimbabwe and 
Malawi are potential cuw- 
tomers. 

Because the dam wall 
had already been built the 
cost of such a station for 
each Kilowatt would be 
considerably lower than 
the $1000 a kW which 
thermal stations cost to 
set up. 

In time, all the avaliable 

options would be needed 
by Zimbabwe. Also power 
would probably have to be 
imported from the huge 
Botswana coalfields, twice 
the size of South Africa's 
and the massive hydro- 
electric potential of 
Zaire. 
The problem wus to or- 
der projects in such a way 
that demand was always 
aa for the lowest possible 
Zambia’s demand for 
power was growing, and 
although it was now an 
exporter of power, it would 
some time in the 1990s 
need al] the power it pre- 
sently produced. 

There was unlikely to be 
much chance of an agree- 
ment for the third Zam- 
bezi dam unfi] that stage 
was reached, several 
people said. 

But whatever happened 
end whatever was de- 
cided, the cost of elec- 


tricity in Zimbabwe, now 
<till lese than a third of 
European prices, would 
continue to rise. 

Kariba had been a ver, 
cost-effective acheme, one 
expert who did mot wanr 
to be qioted sad, t 
with cheap loans and, 
being a hydro station, 
very cheap to run. 

The ESC has already 
said the price of ele- 
tricity wil] rise as the 
thermal stations at 
Hwange contribute an 
ever larger share of the 
nation’s power, Therma! 
Stations, while costing 
less to bulld than hydro 
Stations and their dani, 
cost a jot more to run. 

Even then, costs are 
sometimes difficult to 
work out in national 
terms, Hweoge I wil] be 

irning low-grade coal! 
iat is thrown away at 
the colifery. 

But Hwange II will 
use some of the better 
grade metallurgica} coa! 
as wel] as the low-grace 
product. So coai that is 
being wasted will be 
used, but any further 
extensions will rely either 
on a significant increase 
in metallurgical coa] de- 
mand (and so more 
available low-grade coai! 
or will have to use the 
better grades, considered 
a waste by many. 

The Government has 
commissioned and re- 
ceived the results of an 
extensive survey of Zi- 
mbabwe's energy  re- 
sources and estimated 
demands and is still 
studying the matter. But 
within two to five years, 
a major decision on the 
next large project will 
have to be made. 

That decision wil have 
to take into account 
costs (both capital and 
running, the degthe of 
regional] 00-operation, the 
environmental of 
eschemes) with ie Mw 
pata Gorge project ak 
ready opposed on this 
ground, and many other 
political, economic and 
social factors.

[Text] The Angolan people commemorate on 4 February, the 22d anniversary 
of the beginning of the national liberation armed struggle, one of the 
most glorious periods in our history. 


The MPLA-Labor Party Political Bureau published a statement yesterday on 
this event, which reads as follows: 


The Angolan people are preparing to commemorate the 22d anniversary of the 
beginning of the armed struggle for national liberation. On 4 February 1961 
the most determined sons of the Angolan people, led by the MPLA and express- 
ing the sentiments and the aspirations of the popular masses, took up arms 
and launched one of the most glorious periods of our history, the first war 
of national liberation, which led Angola to political independence. It also 
enabled the country to enter the period of democratic and popular revolu- 
tion, the struggle for economic independence and for the creation of

invaders in March 1976. 


The second war of national liberation substantially aggravated the already 
difficult conditions under which our country acceded to independence, 
marked by [word indistinct] and the destruction of the significant [word 
indistinct] of the national heritage [words indistinct] of technical cadres 
and skilled workers. In this second phase of the struggle, the Angolan 
people led by their revolutionary vanguard, the MPLA-Labor Party, 

They made significant advances in struc- 
turing the people's power. They have been able to consolidate the state 
sector of the economy as well as the mechanisms of (?specialized) and 
planned management of the economy. Medical assistance and education were 
extended to the entire people through the free availability of these 
services.

The people's standard of living continues to be very precarious and the 
return to former levels of production is still slow as a result of the 
immense efforts our country has been making in undeclared war by South 
Africa against us. This forces us to divert enormous human, material and 
financial resources to national defense and to support for displaced 
persons.

This is translated into a fall in the prices of 
our main exports and a rise in the prices of the foodstuffs, raw materials 
and equipment we need to buy. 


Because of the national and international situation ir -arty leadership 
decided to transform the 1983 plan into an overali emergency plan. By 
means of defining clear-cut and well-founded strategic economic and social 
objectives and the needs of the defense of our national integrity and 
sovereignty, its aim is to create conditions for the recovery of our 
national economy and to meet the essential needs of our people. Thus, the 
MPLA-Labor Party Political Bureau calls on all the people to be prepared to 
face the difficult conditions our country may continue to experience in 

the coming years, because all the forecasts point to an aggravation of the 
crisis of the world capitalist economy. This will continue to be reflected 
in decreasing foreign exchange revenues and in aggravation of the political 
and military situation in Southern Africa. 


The MPLA-Labor Party and the People's Republic of Angola Government have 
taken appropriate measures to combat the crisis and to minimize the diffi- 
culties facing our people. South Africa, spearhead of international 
imperialism in Southern Africa, occupies a considerable part of our 
national territory. It supports, trains and supplies ammunition to the 
puppet gangsters, who, as well as sowing the seeds of terror and death 
among our people, destroy strategic and economic installations as part of 
a destabilization campaign aimed at hindering the consolidation of our

Mr Nkainfon reminded the in- 
coming Delegate of his predecessor's efforts to put up a new face for Douala 
since 1969. He said Mr Epee's realisations included important projects like 
the central market and called on the new Delegate to continue where the old 
Delegate stopped. The attributions of a Government Delegate, specially in a 
fast town like Douala are many. According to the law organising the munici- 
pal councils, the Government Delegate is the representative of the Council 
and the State. Governor Nkainfon called on the new Delegate to restrict the 
council's budget to such priority projects as those that have to do with 
investment.

COMMUNIST VIEW OF COUP, CAUSES OF NATIONAL CRISIS

When Britain declared Kenya its colony in 1908, it immediately high- 
lighted the spectacular topographical features and flora and fauna of the 
territory. Later on, this equatorial country’s suitability for “the permanent 
settlement of Europeans” was stressed. Still later, during the period of 
armed struggle for liberation from colonialism, the imperialists described 
the Mau Mau movement and its famous ‘Land and Freedom Armies’ as 
“barbaric Africans”. 

Following independence in December 1963, the same reactionary 
imperialist forces described Kenya as a model developing country, rapidly 
industrialising on the basis of capitalism, having become ‘the Switzerland 
of Africa’ or an African Japan, a model of political and social stability and 
the envy of its neighbours. 


The selective reporting on Kenya has been a permanent feature, both 
inside Kenya itself, and also to the world outside. The intention of 
imperialism and its client Kenyan regime is to hide from view the grim 
reality of the working and living conditions of the 17 million Kenyans. 


Foreign Policy 
Kenya is a model vassal neo-colonial state. Its ruling clique is in power with 
the help and pleasure of its imperialist masters of the USA and Western 
Europe. In the rivalry between the imperialist countries, British 
supremacy, in both economic and military spheres, has succumbed to the 
USA and the latter is rapidly consolidating its position. The USA has 
become the chief source of military equipment and training for the 
Kenyan armed forces and has also been granted extensive military facilities 
for its own direct use, including the notorious ‘Rapid Deployment Force’. 
At Mombasa, the USA has the use of both the seaport and the airport 
and is currently expanding both these facilities. The port is being dredged 
to enable it to accommodate the biggest US nuclear-powered aircraft 
carriers including the Nimitz and the Constellation, and the airport will be 
suitable for the largest military aircraft. 
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The second phase of the Kenya-USA military agreement will include 
massive extensions to the huge Nanyuki and Nairobi military air bases, 
with the USA in control. At the same time the US Military Training 
Programme will be expanded, with thousands of US military officers and 
specialists based in various parts of Kenya. As a result of the attempted 
coup in August last year, these plans are likely to be stepped up, and 
Reagan is unlikely to refuse to respond generously to the request from the 
Kenyan regime for increased deliveries of the more sophisticated military 
equipment, including jet fighters, helicopters and tanks. 

In the sphere of military communications, the ‘stationary’ satellite in 
Kenyan airspace and the Mt Longonot communications station will 
doubtless see more activity. It should be stressed that while the Air Force 
rebels were in control of the Voice of Kenya radio and television stations, 
the powerful Foreign Broadcast Information Service (FBIS) station in the 
fortress that houses the US Embassy in Nairobi was busy reporting the 
events to the USAI 

Nor should the British connection be minimised. Between Britain and 
Kenya there exist complex economic, military and political links. The 
economic and political arrangements are well known, but less well known 
is the formal military agreement that exists between the two countries — 


an agreement that could be used to interfere in the internal affairs of 
Kenya if the present regime were to be removed by popular will. Britain 
has troops permanently stationed in Kenya at the Kenyan Army base of 
Gilgil facing Uganda and at Nanyuki, the army base facing Ethiopia. The 
ostensible purpose of this military contingent of approximately 1,000 
troops is to get ‘tropical training’. In fact the British and Kenyan 
commands work closely together. During the August attempted coup these 
troops had been withdrawn and despatched to fight in the Falklands! 

Israel is yet another military power with a substantial presence in Kenya. 
It is particularly active in the training of specialist troops — paratroops, 
commandos and the notorious General Service Unit. In this work the 
Israelis provide the same training as the British SAS and its West German 
counterpart. 

The involvement of the Kenyan regime in the attempted coup d'etat in 
the Seychelles, masterminded by the apartheid authorities in South Africa, 
is also noteworthy. The missing link is the now widely recognised military 
cooperation between the Zionist regime in Israel and the racist regime of 


South Africa. 


The Land Problem 


The land problem, so important in the struggle for liberation, has become 
more acute during the 19 years of ‘independence’. It is estimated that one 
million peasants are landless, but probably the correct figure is double this 
estimate. The country no longer feeds itself and has to import even the 
basic commodities of maize, wheat and rice. 

The 17 million Kenyans constitute one of the fastest growing and 
youngest populations in the world. Half the total population is under 16 
years of age and the majority were born since independence in 1963. A 
bleak future faces the workers and peasants under present conditions. 
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This mixture of an increasing population alongside declining food 
production will necessitate even greater imports of foodstuffs which in turn 
will worsen the balance of payments deficit, increasing the foreign 
exchange problem that already faces President Moi and his fellow rulers. 

What Kenya urgently requires, and what the present neo-colonial clique 
is incapable of producing, is a practical and massive economic 
development programme, geared to meet the needs of the working people 
of Kenya and resolve their problems. The land question and the 
construction of the national industrial base must be resolved, together with 
the problem of mass unemployment. Indeed these problems are 
dialectically related and can only be resolved in conjunction with one 
another. 


How else can we Kenyans do away with the 4-5 million jobless people, in 
both the urban and rural areas? How are we to assure jobs to the 250,000 
young people who join the job hunters each year? High academic 
qualifications and university degrees do not ensure employment. 


How is the substantial working class and the huge peasantry — and 
other working people — to be fed, clothed, housed and provided with 
essential services if they cannot work and produce? How can the productive 
capacity of the country be built up and consolidated if the dictates of the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) — to cut government spending, 
including food and other subsidies — are meekly complied with? 


Mr Duncan Ndegwa, the perennial Governor of the Central Bank of 
Kenya, can only complain that these cuts ‘impose tremendous adverse 
effects’ on the government's reputation with the masses. Nevertheless, the 
IMF's instructions are carried out. 


The criminal conduct of the Kenyan regime is illustrated by this recent 
development. In August, 1982 the monthly minimum wage for adults in 
Nairobi and Mombasa, where the highest wages in the country are paid, 
were raised from £23 to £25 or by 9 per cent. At the same time, the price of 
the staple food, maize meal, was raised from 25 pence to 31 pence a bag, 
or by 25 per cent. 


The utter inhumanity, the insanity, of this action by the Moi 
government, when only half of the Nairobi job-seekers can find even 
temporary employment, is impossible to justify. With a 50 per cent rate of 
unemployment, a large proportion of the population of one million of this 
capital and largest city in Kenya survives by scavenging food from rubbish 
bins. 

The city of Nairobi, like all urban centres in Kenya, is a veritable 
paradise for the rich Kenyan and foreigner, and a living hell for the masses 
of the people. The ‘worker’ will probably be unemployed, hungry, housed 
in a shanty town, will have to queue for necessities, have no medical care, 
and generally live in poverty. The worker will also know that his boss, be he 
bourgeois or government bureaucrat, lives in a palace, complete with 
security guards and servants; eats imported caviar and drinks French 
champagne; and despises the national culture and languages! 
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Socio-Political Problems 
In biting sarcasm, Ngugi wa Thiong’o, in his new book Devil on the Cross, 
rebukes our exploiters in these brief words: 

“Mass famine is jewellery for the wealthy!’\ 

The author castigates those who adopt the bourgeois culture of their 
imperialist masters and contrasts their depravity and inhumanity with the 
philosophy of the workers. He writes: 

“The workers’ catechism goes like this: 

I believe that we, the workers, are of one clan, 

And hence we should not allow ourselves 

To be divided by religion, colour or tribe. 

I believe that in the organisation of the workers 

Lies our strength, 

For those who are organised never lose their way, 

And those who are not organised are scattered by the sound of one bullet. 

I therefore believe in the unity of the workers, 

Because unity is our strength. 

I believe that imperialism and its local representatives are the enemies of 

the progress of the workers and peasants and of the whole nation. 

I therefore vow always to struggle against neo-colonialism, 

For neo-colonialism is the last vicious kick of a dying imperialism.” 

This poetical statement, showing Ngugi's growing political development 
towards the positions of the Marxist-Leninists, is accompanied by a truly 
historica! call to our people to organise in order to successfully attain our 
UHURU (freedom). This is Ngugi’s conclusion: 

“And there is only one cure: a strong organisation of the workers and 
peasants of the land”. 

Without a strong political organisation of this character, Kenya will 
remain in the state of “N »t Yet Uhuru” that was so clearly demonstrated in 
Jaromogi Oginga Odinga’s historic testament when he resigned from his 
impossible position as Vice-President of the Republic of Kenya. 

The Kenya regime is determined to suppress not only all opposition but, 
in addition, all those who do not seem enthusiastic supporters of the 
government. In summary fashion government ministers, members of 
Parliament, state employees, lecturers, newspaper editors and reporters 
are removed from their positions. And it must be borne in mind that the 
regime has a finger in every pie. 

Earlier this year the last skin of the mask of democracy was stripped 
away when the government feared that a democratic political party might 


be formed under the leadership of Oginga Odinga. In a panic, Parliament 
was hastily recalled from recess and, in one sitting, was dragooned into 
changing the constitution, making the nebulous KANU ruling party the 
dnly legal political party. In one fell swoop Kenya became a de jure one- 
party state. 

The explanation is simple. KANU could not stand up to any serious 
competition from a democratic political party like the one being mooted at 
the time. In any case, how could Arap Moi stand up to Oginga Odinga in a 
straight contest for popular support? 

What is remarkable is that the same ruling clique never tire of 
denouncing what they call “totalitarian one-party states”, ignoring the fact 
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that the parties in the socialist countries they denounce constantly obtain 
the votes of the majority. 

The Kenyan authorities are not only afraid of opposition parties and 
trade unions. They are also extremely fearful of ideas. Unlike their 
imperialist masters (USA, Britain, West Germany, Israel etc.) who allow 
Communist Parties to organise, the Kenyan government does not even 
tolerate progressive literature. Thus when the journalist Wangondu 
Kariuki was hauled before the court on July 7, 1982, the charge against 
him was that of possession of books by Marx, Lenin and Gaddafi. No 
wonder the ‘hor line’ between Nairobi and Pretoria is buzzing all the time. 
Moi and Botha collaborate in the task of keeping communism out of 
Africal 


The Meaning of the Coup 

The response of the Kenyan masses to the announcement on August 1, 
1982, that the Moi regime had been toppled was the clearest testimony to 
the hatred with which they regard their rulers. Everywhere the people 
responded with immediate and undisguised popular celebration! The 
people did not wait to see who had taken over, how successful the take-over 
was, or in what direction the country was now to go. No, their hatred of 
their rulers (both under Jomo Kenyatta and Moi) was so intense that their 
removal was, by itself, a cause for rejoicing and jubilation. Everyone had 
long been aware of the instability of the regime in spite of all the talk of its 
solid control of the levers of power, and the empty claims of the popularity 
of Jomo Kenyatta’s philosophy of ‘Harambee'’ (let us all pull together) and 
Daniel Arap Moi’s even more absured ‘Nyayo’ philosophy, of following in 
the footsteps of Kenyatta in ‘love and harmony’. 


The regime has been unpopular almost since independence, when the 
working people realised that Kenyatta and his colleagues had no intention 
of implementing the popular promises they made before they got into 
power. More recently the government has\been fully occupied with acute 
economic and socio-political problems. At the beginning of 1982 the 
government was not even able to pay the wages of its employees, including 
the civil service, teachers and even the armed forces; it was a miracle that 
the coup attempt did not occur then. 

The International Monetary Fund (IMF) has been making all kinds of 
unpleasant demands on the government, including refusing to hand over 
previously promised and badly needed loans. In the factories, farms and 
elsewhere the trade unions have been engaged in battle, with the 
government imposing new laws to prevent industrial action by the workers, 
arresting popular trade union leaders and imposing unpopular leaders in 
their place. Some trade unions have been permanently barred from 
striking or taking other industrial action. 

It is not only the industrial and transport workers, medical and office 
staff etc. who have been involved in struggles with the government. On the 
contrary, it is perhaps the rural workers who have caused the government 
the most concern, although the regime has ensured that as little as possible 
of these strikes and riots and the state's repressive actions was reported. 
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The Kenyan rulers could not, however, keep a lid on the activities of the 
rebellious youth, especially in the university and the colleges. Even the 
repeated closure of these institutions of higher learning could not stop the 
protests and other militant action by the students, representing our youth. 
And did not the youth en masse support the coup d'etat of August 1982, 
although hundreds of them were shot in the process? 

The coup d'etat itself was carried out by the youngest and best educated 
section of the armed forces, that is, the Air Force. The civilian youth, 
especially in Nairobi and Nanyuki, at once associated them elves with the 
rebels. When the rebels were forced to retreat, the masses id them and 
protected them from the wrath of Moi and his ‘loyal’ troops. 


Fear of the People 

The attempted coup d'etat completely exposed both the dependence of the 
regime on foreign imperialist powers (particularly the USA, Britain, West 
Germany and Israel as far as military matters are concerned) and its fear of 
its own people. In addition to the wholesale massacre during the fighting, 
it is now common knowledge that thousands upon thousands of people 


were arrested after the fighting stopped and imprisoned without trial in bulging 
prisons and concentration camps not dissimilar to those in which the British 
colonial authorities imprisoned Kenyan patriots during the Mau Mau struggle 
for national liberation. 

The events of August also revealed the in-fighting among the rulers of Kenya. 
The more hard-faced and pro-USA wing would like to place themselves at the 
top and remove Moi whom they regard as not sufficiently brutal. They want a 
Kenyan ‘Reagan’ in the presidency. This internecine war amongst the Kenyan 
bourgeoisie, however, found our people unprepared and confused, and this 
explains why so many workers and peasants saw the coup as a deliverance from 
their exploitation and oppression. The people were unable, in the midst of the 
turmoil, to see who was pehind the coup. And the same applied to the rebel 
troops themselves. 

The main point to emphasise, however, is that the working people of Kenya 
desire an end to neo-colonial exploitation and oppression; the removal of the 
foreign military presence which threatens our neighbours and our own 
freedom. They fervently want a sovereign Kenyan state and an independent 
economy serving their needs and interests. They wish to work and live in peace. 

The Moi neo-colonial regime, just like its Kenyatta predecessor, could not 
hide or for ever continue to deny these natural and universal demands. 
Increasingly the regime's attempts to distract the masses with such irrelevancies 
as “western culture”, “Communist penetration” and ‘Nyoyo’ philosophy are 
failing utterly. Kenya, like all countries of the world, willinevitably move over to 
a socialist mode of economic and social organisation and development. 

It was in this vein that Oginga Odinga closed his book Not Yet Uhuru, the last 
sentence of which reads: 

“For our cause is the cause of the people of Kenya and so must triumph, 
however long and hard the struggle”. 

We Kenyans are encouraged by the brilliant achievements of real soczalism in 
Europe, Asia and the Americas. Our convictions are further fortified by the fact 
that already at the beginning of the 1980's, twenty five per cent of the peoples of 
Africa, occupying more than thirty per cent of the territory on the continent, 
live in states of socialist orientation and are laying the foundation of socialism. 
Long live proletarian internationalism! 

Long live Marxism-Leninism! 
Victory is certain!

No one is unaware of the fact that today all of our countries are going through 
economic difficulties which have serious repercussions on the economic and 
social development of our peoples. 


And to deal with this economic crisis situation, countries throughout the world 
have taken action to allow them to put their affairs in order. 


In our countries, which are members of ECOWAS, the right of free circulation 
of people and of goods exists and continues in effect, despite these 
difficulties.

RESULTS OF WELL DRILLING PROJECT NOTED--The 1,000 wells project has been 
completed. Entire villages have been relieved of the specter of thirst. ''We 
have even more reasons to be proud," said one of the technicians responsible 
for the project. Here are the results as of 17 January 1983: Liptako--340 
wells drilled, of which 299 found water and 41 did not find water; Maradi-- 
232 wells drilled, of which 184 found water and 48 did not; Zinder--455 wells 
drilled, of which 360 found water and 95 did not. Comment: this amounts to 
a total of 843 wells which found water out of 1,027 wells drilled. This 
program will affect about 300,000 people. Programs under way: 250 wells 
drilled by the UNDP /United Nations Development Program/ and UNICEF-Niger in 
Zinder; 200 wells under the second Danish loan in Zinder; 200 wells between 
Liptako and Niamey, financed by WADB [West African Development Bank/.

PREPARATIONS FOR UPCOMING REGIONAL ELECTIONS REPORTED 


Paris LE MONDE in French 22 Jan 83 p 11

[Text] The voters of Guadeloupe, Guyana, Martinique, and Reunion were been 
officially convoked on Sunday, 20 February, to elect, by universal suffrage 
and proportional representation in each of these single department regions, 
the regional council, the president of which will thenceforth exercise the 
executive power with regard to the authority which has devolved upon this 
territorial collective. Declarations of candidacy will be accepted until 

24 January. The official campaign will begin on 7 February and will be closed 
on 19 February. The secretary of state for the DOM-TOM [Overseas Department 
Overseas Territories] went to the Antilles on Wednesday, 19 January, where 

he will spend almost a week before leaving on 27 January for Reunion, During 
a press conference held before his departure, Mr Henri Emmanuelli stated in 
particular: "These regional elections will be an opportunity for the over- 
seas populations to seize upon. This is not a kind of camouflaged referendum 
on whether or not the overseas departments should belong to the metropolis. 

It is a question of raising real problems and finding out if there are new 
majorities in favor of shaking up a socio-economic situation which surely 
needs to be." The secretary of state added: "Finding out if the mobilization 
for economic development is effective will be a more important test for the 
government than the result of the elections." 


Mr Jean-Pierre Soisson, former secretary of state, and national delegate of 
the UDF [French Democratic Union] to the DOM-TOM criticized the government 
on Thursday 20 January for having organized this vote "precipitately" since 
"the powers of the future assemblies are not known". 


A traumatized Socialist Party will welcome the secretary of state for the 
DOM-TOM next week. The preparations for the elections are being carried 
out, for the local federation, in the worst conditions, so much so that 4 
days before the limit for presenting the candidatures, the first 10 names 

on the slate to be led by the deputy for the 3rd circumscription, Mr Wilfrid 
Bertile, and the federal first secretary Mr Jean-Claude Fruteau, had not 
been agreed upon. The main difficulty derives from the fact that the 
activists of several sections are grouped within an association, named the 
Socialist Forum, which intended, at its creation in 1982 to complement the 
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tederation, the audience of which is considerable, particularly within the 
CFDT [French Democratic Confederation of Labor]. After having let it be 
Known that they would run in the elections under their own label, the 
responsible officials of the Forum announced their support of the federation 
Slate. Several spots had been proposed to them which could assure them of 

a regional councillor's job. 


But they then again jeopardized their participation, and this disagreement 

led to the resignation of two members of the federation bureau. In recent 

days the Socialist Forum has had contacts with the MRG [expansion unknown], 
which is trying to establish itself on the island and could participate on 

a slate concurrently with that of the Socialist Federation. The leftist voters 
will also be wooed by a small organization, the Rally of Socialists and Demo- 
crats (RSD), established in 1981 by federation members who disagreed with the 
strategy of alliance with the Reunion Communist Party (PCR). 


In this context the PCR, which is directed by Paul Verges, mayor of the 

port, plays the trump card. His slate is known. The PCR calculates that it 
will receive at least 33 percent of the votes. The opposition, at present 

a majority on the island, plays the card of stability and a certain revival. 

A slate was drawn up with the support of almost all the mayors and general 
councillors. It will be headed by the president of the departmental assembly,

THREE FRENCI] COOPERATION AGREEMENTS SIGNED 
Dakar LE SOLKIL in French 27 Jan 83 p 3 


[Text/ (APS )--Mamoudou Toure, minister of economy and finance 
and Georges Martes, the chief of the French Aid and Cooperation 
Mission in Dakar signed yesterday afternoon three cooperation 
agreements for a total amount of 825 million CPA francs, involv- 
ing agriculture, livestock raising and mining. 


The first agreement, amounting to 590 million will allow the 
continuance of the development of the Senegal River Valley by 
SAED /Company for the Management and Development of Senegal 
River Lana] which has been receiving the assistance of FAC /Aid 
and Cooperation Fund/ since 1964. 


This amount which is part of the financing granted by French 
organizations to SAED activities is intended among other things 
for the continuance of preliminary popularization efforts in the 
field of livestock raising and for starting an initial fruit 
popularization effort, as well as the purchase of pumping equip- 
ment for village areas. 


The second agreement which amounts to 125 million is intended to 
aid the development of sheep raising in the Sine-Saloum area for 
a project which is to cover the departments of Fatick, Kaffrine 

and Kaolack, taking into consideration "the advantages which the 


production of mutton offers." 


This project, of which it is the first stage which just has ob- 
tained financing, will attempt to affect all of the area under 
consideration by simple and especially sanitary measures, 


As for the third agreement, amounting to 110 million, it will 
help to start the second stage of a project for extracting the 
peat in Niayes, for which it will provide all the expenses. Thus 
it will allow, on one hand, the continuance of the confirmation 
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of the reserves of the deposits which are recognized as favor- 
able on the basis of the data of early work and, on the other 
hand, the creation of a mining model. 


in his speech Mamoudou Toure praised France's "very much appre- 
ciated participation" in "our development effort" before reaf- 
firming the government's intention "to realize two main objec- 
tives of its development plan: insure our people's food self- 
sufficiency and achieve our energy independence."

(Text | Election day draws near in Senegal amid 
much sound and fury. Sound and fury signifying 
--- nothing. In the eye of this mini-cyclone sits 
a serenely unruffled master craftsman. He called 
for democracy, accepting all the the perils that 
proverbiaily beset that system and now, all of 

a sudden, there is not a single danger in sight. 
His most powerful adversary has quietly tiptoed 


off stage. 


You have to have party men. That is what has been decided in 
Senegal; without them, where would democracy be? However, be- 
ing a party man does not automatically make even the journalists 
who write for intelligent parties themselves intelligent by de- 
finition. It is even possible that to be a party man takes away 
the intelligence of those who used to have it. 


If not, then what is the meaning of the hysteria that seems sud- 
denly to have gripped certain spokesmen and media channels of 
the incumbent party, who have apparently just this morning dis- 
covered, to the accompaniment of loud cries and scarlet banner 
headlines, that Abdou Diouf is irreversibly on the way to a pre- 
sidency unforced, unforged, but mandated by plebiscite? 


AFRICA Told You He Would 


We should like to invite all these people who seem so surprised 
to start reading AFRICA. Back in 1981, we set about showing how 
a/president by devolution/had methodically taken over, step by 
step, almost noiselessly even though there ought to have been 
some noise, and in any case without ever stating his intentions, 
so completely that in the end he would become a/president by 
acclamation/. Shall we quote our headlines from those days? 
"The 100 Days, or the Safara of Abdou" (AFRICA n° 130); "Abdou 
and the Father's Shadow" (AFRICA n° 134). 
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Wwe were showing readers the installation of an intelligent ma- 
chine. That began at Saida, which put his name onto the 
tablets of the religious leaders, went on to Sine, where the 
laurel-crowned victor defied the usurping powers and scooped up 
substantial bounty ot good will from the Etats Generaux. 


As tor the opposition, while the hysteria there seems to have 
been silenced since the days when one of its partisans called 
tor the use ot troops, there have been occasional fever-peaks. 
And all the while Abdou Diouf was paving the way for liberal 


laws by which it stood to gain -- if it indeed has a consti- 
tuency. 
At its best -- at those moments when it uses its situational in- 


telligence, the opposition seems to be admitting that none of its 
fractional splinter-groups can cause Abdou Diouf a moment's 
worry, "United, though, we can beat him." That claim by the 
leadership remains to be proved. Why don't they prove it? 


Well, it's because while they point with one hand to unity of 
action and candidacy, with the other each one of them points 
to his own merit for that place. 


And so, with the congresses over, here we are 2 months away from 
the elections contemplating a spectacle in which each party 

has put up its "mawdo" (favorite son) as candidate. All the 
parties -- except one, and, from certain points of view, that 
one is the soundest. And that calls for scrutiny: Why isn't 
Prof Cheikh Anta Diop the candidate? 


You can read the elements of the Democratic National Rally (RND) 
constitution on the fabric of the Second Senegalese Republic, 

as it was gathering speed under no spur but that of a president 
happily rid of Dia, and free from an economism that was both 
harsh and run on the basis of the Lebret team. 


The regime, without any doctrine immediately at hand to replace 
the old one, scrambling for its balance amid contradictions, and 
having lost, soon after Dia, its veteran team in exchange for 
trusty young vassals, had not long to wait before the non-party 
intellectuals dismissed it as incapable of solving the problems 
imposed by Senegalese nationality, incapable, among other things, 
of lifting the heavy mortgage of cooperation, of the privileges 
granted investors, and of the shaky, opportunistic international 
commitments they made. 


It is this wary, close-mouthed intelligentsia that brings together 
around Cheikh Anto Diop all those who, sick of "neo-colonialism, " 
and wanting no part of Marxism, wearers of white collars, "white 
boubous," as we should say here, that could never be spotted 
with grease or oil, but only with ink from their Bics or from 


the printing plant. 
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[Their doctrine was closer to N'Krumah's brand ot consciousness 
than to "negritude" charged with complacency, a consciousness 
redesigned by Fanon onthe fringes of Marxism. 


Their real problem: access to the rural masses, trom whom they 
had been cut ott both by training and by the limitations imposed 
by the government. To solve that problem, they were counting 


on support from the religious hierarchy, past mistress of un- 
questioning obedience. 


Was it, then, an alliance between the scientitic intelligentsia 
and the religious extremists | integralists; ? This is a black 
Islamic land, and we were accused, under Senghor, they tell us, 
of having fomented unrest among the young -- some saying it was 
the fault of nationalism, others saying it was the fault of 
Islamic consciousness-raising. 


Even people with short memories can certainly remember the rise 
of integralism, and the support it got from the young people at 
the universities. We were rescued from it by Khomeyni... and 
by Abdou.

Cheikh Anta Diop's exit from the scene was logical, unless the 
man were a fool with personal ambitions. We know that this 
was not the case: he has proved it. 


The consensus that had surrounded him is still strong enough 

to make him and his group worthy counterparts to the new govern- 
ment. Come the fast -approaching season of refurbishing of po- 
licies and changing of the guard, we shall no doubt be hearing 
from the men of the RND.

CONSTRUCTION UF EDF FINANCED ROAD BEGINS

LExcerpts/ The uneasiness experienced every time, in using the 
Kaville-Keur Madiabel section, notorious for its wretched condi- 
tion, will only be a bad memory 5 months from now. 


In fact, at Keur Madiabel itself, with Moustapha Niasse, minister 
of state for foreign affairs, and secretary general of the PS 
section in Wack-Ngouna and the FRG ambassador, the EDF represen- 
tative, governor Souleymane Diene, as well as many other politi- 
cal and religious figures attending, the minister of state for 
equipment, Assane Seck,laid the first stone for this asphalted 
road in the midst of a large and enthusiastic crowd.

SOUTH AFRICAN PERCEPTIONS OF ANC AIMS EXPOUNDED 
Pretoria ISSUP: BULLETIN in English 1 Jan 83 pp 1-3 
[Article: "The ANC and Southern African Relations" ] 


[Text] The African National Congress claims for various reasons such as attempting 
to obtain so-called "prisoner-of-war" status and in order to obtain external aid, 
that it is involved in an "international armed struggle" against the South African 
Government and not merely in a civil war. 


Simultaneously, however, it also claims to be a "nationalist" movement although 
links with the prohibited South African Communist Party and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization tend to give the movement a definite "international 
terrorist" character. In this regard, the ANC is also heavily dependent on cer- 
tain Southern African countries, especially Angola and Mozambique, for training 
and base facilities. 


Recently two countries in the region, Swaziland and Lesotho, were highlighted 

in regard to ANC activities. The Swaziland Government, whose territory had been 
used by ANC terrorists en route from Mozambique to South Africa, adopted more 
stringent legislation on people illegally possessing arms and ammunition. A 
number of ANC members were also recently arrested by the Swaziland Governmert. 


The South African cress-border operation in Lesotho during December 1982, drew 
widespread international condemnation, as could have been predicted. Yet, it 

was proved that Lesotho-based ANC terrorists had been responsible for a number 
of attacks in South Africa and the Ciskei. Evidence that further attacks were 
being planned was also found. Prior to the South African raid, Lesotho had 

also been warned about ANC activities in the country and a Lesotho Government 
spokesman then denied that refugees in Lesotho were involved in military attacks 


against South Africa. 


The question that arises, is how South Africa, within the broader strategy of 
counter-insurgency, should respond to situations where neighbouring countries 
are being used as a staging-ground for ANC attacks against South Africa and 
the independent homelands. 


In many quarters, it would obviously be argued that the real problem is the 
political situation in South Africa and that terrorist bases in neighbouring 
countries are merely symptoms and not causes of this situation. That South Africa 








is aware in this regard, of the importance of countering insurgency also by 
bringing about certain political reforms, has repeatedly been stated. But there 
is no easy and quick solution to what is a complicated racial and cultural 
situation, and the situation in Zimbabwe certainly demonstrates that "liberation" 
is accompanied by a host of new problems. 


The main point, however, is that revolutionary movements, such as the ANC, are in 
reality not primarily interested in reforms or in "majority” rule in the true sense 
ot the word, but in obtaining governmental power for the movement and subsequently 
do not tolerate opposition if the movement does obtain power. The situation in 
Angola and Mozambique to a large extent reflects this type of outcome. Besides, 
revolutionary movements in Africa and South America specifically, increasingly 
serve Soviet interests. 


Theretore, although the harbouring of terrorists by certain neighbouring countries 
is obviously directly linked to the political situation in South Africa, it is 

in a sense also a separate problem and one to which South Africa cannot merely 

be expected to react indifferently, or hope that it will necessarily disappear 
once political reforms reach a certain stage, and therefore solely concentrate 

on retorms, 


A country's own security is one of its first priorities, and regardless of the 
internal political system, nobody can deny it the right to defend its security 
interests. 


South African response to the harbouring of ANC terrorists in neighbouring 
countries therefore has a definite military component as reflected in cross-border 
operations, although these operations are not aimed at the host countries as such. 
In the case of Lesotho, the economic relations of this country with South Africa, 
and specifically the position of Lesotho citizens working in South Africa could 

be jeopardized it Lesotho continued to allow its territory to be used as a 
springboard for terrorist attacks against South Africa, as South Africa would 

then be forced to exercise stricter border control measures. 


The ideal situation of course, would be that matters as these be settled by 
diplomacy and not by war and that economic cooperation instead of conflict be 
emphasized. There is a curious duality in the present situation, where economic 
interaction between South Africa and neighbouring countries goes hand-in-hand 
with political hostility in most cases. 


A situation of detente would, however, require that neighbouring countries accept 
the reality stated in the Lusaka-Manifesto, that South Africa is not a colonial 
situation and that for the foreseeable future demands for black rule or negotiating 
with the ANC are not going to be met. South Africa again will have to do as much 
in the way of reforms as is possible at this point in time and despite unproved 
allegations of "destabilizing" the region militarily and economically, it should 

go out of its way to demonstrate that these allegations are unfounded. 


It may seem impossible to reconcile the different interests represented by the "front- 
line’ states on the one hand and those represented by South Africa on the other. But 
if these interests cannot mutually be accommodated, South African cross-border opera- 
tions against ANC bases, and despite this, the continued granting of these bases 

by certain countries, will probably remain a reality.

TOGO: KEEPING THE LID ON. The alleged plot to assassinate 
president G Eyadéma added uncertainty to what turned 
out to be only mildly successful visit by president Fram¢ois Mitter- 
rand. During the past few months Eyadema and his ambassador in 
Paris, Dermane Ali, lobbied hard for Mitterrand to begin his 
safari in Lome on 13 January, Togo’s national day and the an- 
niversary of Eyadéma’s 1963 coup in which president Sylvanus 
Olympio was killed. The two Togolese oppositon movements — 
Le Mouvement Togolais pour la Démocratie (MTD), led by 
Gilchrist Olympio (the elder son of the former president), his 
brother, Toto, and members of the De Souza family, and the 
military-led Front National de Libération du Togo, reputedly close 
to Col. Mertaud Lawsoa — organised a lobbying campaign in the 
Africanist circles of the Parti Socialiste and with Guy Penne at the 
Elysée to have Mitterrand’s visit to Lome postponed by a day. The 
Elysee decided on a compromise: Mitterrand would arrive on the 
13th but would not begin official festivities until the 14th. 

Evidence to support the allegation of a serious plan to kill 
Eyadeéma is scant. Although senior members of the MTD have met 
various mercenaries in the past, including several British ones, it 
does not appear that the Olympio family has recently been involv- 
ed with them. 

Mitterrand’s visit has at least given Eyadéma a brief respite from 
the most serious political and economic crisis in his regime’s 17- 
year history (AC Vol 23 No 18). Last autumn Eyadéma was oblig- 
ed to reshuffle thoroughly the cabinet. The principal loser was 
minister of planning and administrative reform, Koudjoulou 
Dogo, the doyen of the government. He was repiaced in this 
pivotal post by Koffi Walla in a move designed to respond to the 
IMF's call for a purging of the peculation-ridden and overstaffed 
parastatal sector. Otherwise, Eyadéma sought to close ranks 
around the presidential palace by appointing new ministers who 
have blood ties with him or are personally faithful to him. Thus, 
named minister of higher education was Dr Agbetra Ayissah, a 
presidental cousin; Eyedéma’s former teacher at his home village 
of Pya, Komian Agbetifa, was appointed minister of primary 
education, and ex-ambassador to Britain, Ayivi Mawuko Ajavoa, 
became minister of justice. 

At the end cf December, Eyadema decided to reinvigorate the 
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ruling party, Le Rassemblement du Peupie Togolais (RPT), by 

iminating from its political bureau four potentates: Koudjoulou 
Dogo, Koffi V oulé-Frititi, in charge of the Ghanaian dossier at the 
presidential palace, Ayité Gachin Mivedor, permanent director of 
the RPT, and Yaya Malou, presidential cousin and director of the 
police academy. 

Meanwhile Eyadema has frequently attacked civil servants who 
are ‘‘sabotaging the national economy.’’ He cited the example of 
investments which were not profitable but were made on behalf of 
the state because officials involved in the decision were bribed. In 
fact, the small Togolese economy is bogged down by costly ‘‘white 
elephants’’:- the $90m Lomé oil refinery has not been in operation 
since February 1981; the Société Nationale de Sidérurgie (SNS) 
plant works at only 25% capacity and makes considerable losses; 
the $100m Hdtel 2 Février has a 25-30% occupation rate, and the 
Lomé textile mill was forced to shut down because of highly ineffi- 
cient operations. To make things worse, agricultural exports like 
cocoa and coffee have plummeted, and could drop even further 
with the closing last autumn of the Ghanaian frontier and the cut- 
ting off of Togo’s supply of illicitly purchased Ghanaian beans. 
The once flourishing blackmarket trade from Ghana, which sus- 
tained commercial activity in Lomé, is now a mere trickle. 

A high-powered IMF team visited Togo last November to study 
the possibility of another stand-by arrangement and structural ad- 
justment loan, the prerequisite for a rejigging of Togo’s $1bn-pius 
foreign debt by the Paris Club. Twice the IMF has suspended its 
financial assistance because the Togolese did not trim government 
expenditure, reduce domestic credit facilities and foreign borrow- 
ing. Such measures now would substantially diminish the presi- 
dent’s prestige in the Lomé business class, among civil servants 
and with the population living in the southern part of the country, 
far from pleased already by excessive domination by northerners. 
However, it seems that Eyadema has in principle agreed to IMF 
demands. We expect a major government shake-up in coming

RECORD WHEAT HARVEST EXPECTED IN SEBEI 
Kampala UGANDA TIMES in English 17 Jan 83 pp l, 8 


(Article by Sam Wakoli] 


[Text] UGANDA expects a record harvest of over 2,000 tonnes of wheat from 
this season's crop harvest now currently going on in Kapchorwa District. 


The expected bumper harvest will go a long way in alleviating problem of wheat 
shortage in the country. 


Last season the farmers were able to produce only less than 1,000 tonnes of the 
grain. The target for the 1983/84 season has been set to hit the 3,000 tonnes 


margin. 


It is estimated that between 6,000 and 10,000 tonnes would be adequate enough 
to sustain Uganda's demand for domestic consumption and a surplus for export. 


A survey carried out by the "Uganda Times" during a visit to Bukwa, the major 
producing part of wheat in Sebei, discovered that almost every farmer in the 
area has grown the crop this season. 


Harvesting is going on well despite a few problems caused by lack of spare 
parts for the combine harvesters and other related implements. 


Among the organisations, which responded positively to the government's im- 
proved production campaign, is the Sebei Elgon Cooperative Union farm at Kabu- 


yoyon which as grown over 1,000 acres of the crop. 


The union expects to harvest 1,000 tonnes and to make a net profit of over 70 
million shillings at the close of this season. 


"Our problems have been the lack of spare parts for the combine harvesters and 
ploughing implements," the secretary manager, Mr. John Chelangat, told 
"Uganda Times." 


At one point farmers grouped themselves and contributed money to buy spares 
from the neighbouring Kenyan town of Kitale. This effort enabled two combine 
harvesters to operate and resume the harvesting of wheat. 
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[t was also discovered that for a number of years the combine harvesters and 
tractors belonging to the Ministry of Agriculture have been dormant due to 
lack of spares. 


The ministry's staff reported that efforts to get the spares from Entebbe have 
been unsuccessful because "we are told the spares are out of stock." 


But the farmers have overwhelmingly welcomed the government's response to buy 
their wheat and maize. "This is the first time in more than ten years that 
we are paid in cash for our produce," one old grower, Bildad Chemonges told 


"Uganda Times." 


According to the arrangements, Sebei Union is buying wheat from the farmers 
at 34/-perkg for onward transportation to Uganda Grain Millers, Jinja. 


The Union is also handling the marketing of maize from the farmers. 


Secretary Manager Chelangat explained that the union would market wheat and 
maize in addition to coffee and cotton. "The union has come out to help the 
farmers this season. We would like every farmer to benefit from his sweat," 


he said. 


He said the union has approached the Ministry of Cooperatives and Marketing to 
consult the government in order to request the Kenyan authorities to allow 
Ugandan trucks carrying wheat to pass through Kitale and Malaba for easy trans- 
portation to Jinja. During his visit to Bukwa, the Member of Parliament for 
the area, Mr. Barteka Sekajja commended his people for thier efforts towards 
increased production of food and cash crops. 


He reaffirmed that the UPG government would continue to support the causes of 
the peasant farmers and ensure that their needs are catered for.

PROSECUTORS WARNED TO RESIST CORRUPTION

[Text] POLICE prosecutors have been told to desist corruption and ensure that 
all people living in Uganda enjoyed equal protection of the law. 


This was contained in the Minister of Internal Affairs’ message to the police-

Development Centre, Kampala. 


Over 80 course participants drawn from Masaka, Entebbe, Jinja and Kampala in- 
cluded 35 from the Local administration police. 


The message which was read by the acting Permanent Secretary, Ministry of In- 
ternal Affairs, Mr. P.S. Katamba Lujjo, further charged: 


"Yours is a job the society is looking at all the time. Therefore, whatever 
you are doing, must give the best reflection of the whole police force." 


Dr. Luwuliza-Kirunda called for quick disposal of cases which he hoped would 
stop the blame on all those officials involved in the execution of the law. 


The Minister added that it was the declared intention of the UPC government to 
retrieve Uganda from all past ruins of political, economic and social aspects, 
including the enforcement of the law. 


But, he said, law cannot protect anybody or protect itself if the law enforce- 
ment agency was either absent or contravened the professional ethics by being 


in efficient and corrupt.

‘fhe Inspector General observed that quite often cases were dismissed from 
courts on the pretext that the files were missing or the witnesses were not 
available. 


"Such corruption must not be seen to exist among the prosecutors because we 
have had worst criminals being set free only to mix with the public committing 
more serious crimes," Mr. Okoth Ogola noted. 


He warned, "we shall not have mercy on anyone found corrupt or misbehaving con- 
trary to the police acts. You must therefore make sure that members of the 


society go about their duties without being molested." 


Mr. Ogola appreciated the efforts the officials of the Law Development Centre 
had taken in organising such courses and said it was high time law was re- 
spected in the country.

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Mr Mwila said _ the 
picture had ticrefore been 
one of an upward trend 
and added that he would 
like to see a_ similar 
response from potential 
agro-industries. 

‘That is the only way we 
can hope to make Zambia 
truly industrialised.’’ 

He said Magoye Regio- 
nal Research Station was 
the main centre for the 
fibre crops research team 
which was one of the 17 
commodity and specialist 
research teams that the 
Party and its Government 
had established in the Res- 
earch Branch of the Depa- 
rtment of Agriculture. 

‘‘The fibre crops 
research team has _ the 
important responsibility of 
developing improved tech- 
nology for increased pro- 
duction of cotton, kenaf 
and other fibre crops.”’ 

The minister said cotton 
was an important industrial 
crop not only because it 
was a major source of 
natural fibre but also 
because it was a potential 
source of edible oil for the 
vegetable oil industry and 
a reliable source of protein 
rich cake for livestock. 

“Cotton is a crop that 
can thus support a major 
industry and provide 
employment opportunities 








for our youth. The ginne- 
ries at Gwembe, Chipata 
and Lusaka are examples 
of this, including also the 
Kafue Textiles and the one 
at Kabwe."’ 

Mr Mwila said he was 
looking forward to the day 
in the near future when 
the ROP (1975) Limited will 
begin to process the deli- 
nted seed cotton as a 
matter of routine. 

He said the Electrodyn 
Sprayer was, therefore, a 
very revolutionary inven- 
tion which would go a long 
way in improving § the 
quality as well as quantity 
of cotton production in the 
country. 

The director of ICI, Mr 
John Mitchell, who was 
also present at the laun- 
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ching ceremony, informed 
the minister that his 
company was still carrying 
on research work which 
would affect other crops 
grown in Zambia. 

**At the moment, we are 
concentrating on the Ele- 
ctrodyn Sprayer which, | 
must say, has received a 
very favourable _fesponse 
from the farmers.~ 

He said 71 farmers at 
Magoye had so far started 
using the method seriously 
and 104 other farmers 
were doing so in Mumbwa 
and in several other cotton 
growing areas of Zambia. 


‘*By the end of the year, 
there should be more than 
1,000 farmers attracted to 
this easy method. It is not 
very expensive and does 
not have any moving parts 
that can break down,”’ he 
said. 
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BANK TO COVER FOREIGN DEBT MANAGEMENT UNTIL RESCHEDULING OVER

THE Bank of Zambia proposes to cover the management of foreign obligations un- 
til rescheduling negotiations with central bankers of the Organisation of Economic 
Cooperation and Development nations (known as the Paris Club) have been com- 


pleted. . 
In its Budget special 
Update, published by Deloitte 
Haskins and Sells, says that 
the proposals cover the 
management of medium and 
long-term foreign debts. short- 
term facilities and foreign 
commercial payment arrears. 
They include general com- 
ments on refinancing, the cosi 
of devaluation and the action 


to be taken by dealers. 

On lines from foreign banks 
and other financing houses it 
is proposed that principal and 
arrears of principals are to be 
rolled over, interest is to be 
paid when due and interest 
arrears cleared. 

On documented facilities 
from foreign banks: payments 
of principal and interest are 


to be made when due; arrears 
are to be cleared as long as 
the amount of the drawings 
does not fall below the maxi- 
mum facilities. 

On letters of credit and sup- 
pliers’ credits: Payments fal- 
ling due in the period will be 
paid when due. 

Dealing with overdrafts 
from foreign banks the pub- 
lication savs that commercial 
banks’ overdrawn positions 
will depend on forex availa- 
bility. 
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To the extent that over- 
draft positions are reduced, 
banks are expected to open 
letters of credit in a similar 
amount. Overdrafts not relat- 
ed to letters of credit will be 
maintained at least at January 
6 1983 levels and interest is 
to be paid when due. 

On Bank of Zambia promis- 
sory notes in favour of foreign 
banks payments of principal 
and interest are to be made 
when due and arrears are to be 
cleared if foreign exchanye is 
available. 

These provisions will apply 
while debt rescheduling nego- 
tiations are in progress, ex- 
pected to take not more 
than two months. 

Update says that BOZ has 
proposed a systematic reduc- 
tion of foreign payment ar- 
rears, to include overdue 
payments for imports, freight, 
licence fees, personal remit- 
tances and dividends and pro- 
fits: 

@ Commercial payment ar- 
rears are to be reduced by 
staged payments, until clear- 
ed, starting after the com- 
pletion of Paris Club negotia- 
tions. Funds covered by 
official export credit agency 
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guarantees are to be dealt 
with in accordance’ with 
arrangements agreed with the 
Paris Club. 

@ Profits and dividends are 
to be rescheduled for repay- 
ment at current rates but BOZ 
will consider proposals for 
reinvestment at pre-devalu- 
ation rate. 

@ Freight charges, manage- 
ment consultancy, service and 
licence fees are to be re- 
scheduled as arranged with 
the Paris Club, as are gratu- 
ities. emigration and educa- 
tion allowances. 

The Bank of Zambia has 
given guidelines for deter- 
mining which cost will be 
borne by the Government in 
relation to the pipeline arrears 

Only items which had an 
initial foreign exchange com- 
ponent will be considered.

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ZINCOM STATEMENT CLAIMS NEW TAX ON MINERAL EXPORTS MAY HARM MINING

THE new four-per-cent tax on mineral export 
sales announced in this year’s Budget may 
have a serious effect on the mining industry 
and could cance! out benefits to-be expected 
from the 20 per cent devaluation of the 


Kwacha. 

This is the observation of 
the Zambia Industrial and 
Commercial Association 
(ZINCOM) after studying 
this year’s budget which 
was presented last Friday 
by Prime Minister Nalumi- 
no Mundia who is also 
Finance Minister. 

In a ZINCOM statement 
on the 1983 Budget relea- 
sed in Lusaka yesterday by 
the chairman, Mr Vernon 
Mwaanga, it is pointed out 
that the new tax on metal 
exports is likely to be very 
damaging to Zambia's 
ailing mining industry. 

The mining industry 
already pay corporation tax 
at the rate of 75 per cent on 
any profits they earn and 
inflation has the effect of 
pushing this up to around 
100 per cent, 

‘The new 4-per-cent tax 
on export sales is therefore 
certain to have a serious 
effect on the mining 
industry, an effect which 
may well cancel out benefit 
to be expected from deva- 
luation,’” said the state- 
ment. 


On sales tax, ZINCOM 





said that the Prime Minis- 
ter’s decision to extend this 
to many more manufac- 
tured products is in line 
with a suggestion made to 
him by the organisation 
(ZINCOM) last year. 

However, ZINCOM said 
in the statement that its 
suggestion was an intergral 
part of a package of reco- 
mmendations for tax 
reform, especially reform 
of personal income tax and 
corporation tax which it 
was intended to pay for. 

The statement added: 
“It is therefore a matter 
of utmost regret that only 
the revenue raising part of 
our recommendations have 
been acted upon while the 
urgently needed tax re- 
forms have been totally 
ignored. The proposed 
increases in sales (ax are 
likely, in our opinion, to 
raise many times the KS 
million mentioned by the 
minister. The measure will 
add appreciably to the cost 
of living.”’ 
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Commenting on the 
general budget, ZINCOM 
noted a lack of any signi- 
ficant cuts in recurrent 
government expenditure 
which it finds disappoi- 
nting. The total expendi- 
ture budget of K1,496 mil- 
lion is far higher than the 
country can afford and it 
can only be paid for by 
another bout of deficit fina- 
ncing amounting to K316 
million. 

Of this amount, K156 
million is to be borrowed 
through the Central Bank. 

‘*Because of the repay- 
ment arrangements for 
these Central Bank repay- 
ments, the total impact will 
be to reduce the value of 
money already in circu- 
lation and fuel inflation. 
The effect can only be 
higher prices,’’ observed 
ZINCOM. 

The only solution to the 
problems, said the state- 
ment, is in the words of 
President Kaunda when he 
addressed the National 
Council meeting in Mulu- 
ngushi Hall last December 
that Zambians must start 
to live within their means, 
even if this is painful. 

The statement also said 
that no one familiar with 
the economic situation in 
the world can pretend that 
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i iS an easy task for any 
Minister of Finance to pre- 
sent an optimistic budget 
in 1983. Economic indica- 
tors do not point to any re- 
covery in the immediate 
future which limits the field 
options. 

“With the foregoing, 
commerce and industry are 
bound to experience a 
very difficult and painful 
existence in 1983. 

‘‘We remain convinced 
that prudent management 
of our meagre foreign 
exchange resources coup- 
led with an aggressive cam- 
paign for  non-mineral 
exports remain the best 
hope for economic reco- 
very,’’ the statement poi- 
nted out. 
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MINERAL OUTPUT DROPS JANUARY-OCTOBER 1982 COMPARED WITH 1981

ZAMBIA produced about K747.8 million worth of 
minerals between January and October last year — 
K49.8 million less than the previous period. 


The minerals include copper, 
Zambia's major economic 
base which has lost its 
selling power on the world 
market. 

Apart from copper electrolytic, 
production of other modes of 
the mineral such copper 
concentrate and blister had 
been fluctuating and in 
some cases no production 
was recorded at all. 


This is said in the latest 
Government Gazette figures 
issued by the Mines Deve- 
lopment Department which 
indicates that the total 
value of production figures 
includes non-metallic and 
fuel minerals such as coal. 

The data does not explain why 
there had been erratic 
production of minerals but 
past reports show that 
Zambia had huge piles of 
copper which could not sell 
because of poor price. 


The Gazette gives the example 
of the stockpile of more than 
K87 million worth of con- 
centrates during January 
last vear compared to K73 
million worth of the metal 
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during the same month of 
1981 while produciion was 
at a standstill. 


It was reported yesterday that 
price of higher grade copper 
wire bars which had been 
fluctuating on the London 
Metal Exchange (LME) for 
the past months had been 
rising steadly through last 
week.

The three went on 
forced leave briefly last 
October but resumed duties 
after the minister protested 
over their banning. 

The Government has been 
probing their handling of 
a prospecting contract in- 
volving more than K6 mil- 
lion which is being executed 
by international firms in 
the Western Province and in 
Luangwa Valley, in the 
Eastern Province. 

When contacted yesterday 
one of the suspended men, 
Mr Batra, protested strong- 
lv. and said: ‘‘We have been 
maligned. We have been 
made to lose respect to the 
public. The allegations are 
false and we have given 
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written explanations but up 
to now nobody wants to 
answer.'’ He refused to 
discuss the matter further. 

Unlike in the first suspension 
the three officials were this 
week ordered to surrender 
their office keys and were 
told that until the issue was 
resolved their offices would 
be considered out of bounds 
for them. 

One of the three tried to 
hold on to his keys but 
was forced to vacate his 
office on Thursday. 

Personnel Division, which is 
the hiring and firing autho- 
rity. could not explain the 
new developments. 

Permanent secretary Mr 
Mwiche Siwale when asked 
if the officials were banned 
on fresh evidence only said 
‘*no comment”’ three times 
and banged the telephone 
receiver. 

Mr Kabwe, who had quarrel- 
led publicly with his perma- 
nent secretary Dr Elli 
Mwanang’onze over the first 
suspensions was yesterflay 
tight-lipped. He = simply 
said: ‘“‘Those who gave 
you this information must 
give the rest of the 
details.”’ 

After the three had been 
told to resume work while 
investigations continued 
State House was reported to 
have expressed great in- 
terest in the reinstatement 
and had directed the Pub- 
lic Service Commission to 
explain why suspended 
people were allowed to re- 
main in office. 

According to Times of Zambia 
investigations after the first 
suspensions: 
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[he chairman of the Public 
Service Commission was on 
November 16, given 24 
hours in which to explain 
the surprise reinstatement 
while the Government still 
probed the men. 


@ The Mines minister, then 


on leave, had been sum- 
moned from the Copperbelt 
to Lusaka to explain to 
Cabinet Office why he had 
made public allegations that 
the suspensions were im- 
proper. 


@ Contrary to allegations that 


Cabinet Office had not been 
consulted before the sus- 
pensions, the secretary to 
the Cabinet Mr _ Evans 
Willima had been briefed by 
officials from the auditor- 
general's office before the 
men were banned. 


At the centre of the con- 


troversy is oil prospecting 
in the two provinces involv- 
ing two international firms, 
Aeromag Exploration Com- 
panv and Exploration Data 
Consultancy. (EDCON). 


The operations will cost the 


country K6.6 million and 
the Government is said to be 





investigating some of the 
foreign exchange trans 
actions which have been 
sanctioned by the suspend- 
ed officials. 


Although full details of the 


reasons for the suspensions 
have not been made public. 
the action had soured re- 
lations between the minister 
and his permanent secre- 
tarv at the Mines ministry, 
with Mr Kabwe insisting 
that the ban should be lifted 
while Dr Mwanang’onze 
maintained the men should 
stav away from office. 


At the height of the row 


the minister called a public 
meeting of his staff and 
directed that major deci- 
sions such as suspensions 
should be reported to him 
through his minister of state 
before thev were executed. 


Of the three men he said: 


‘Having studied the 
charges against the officers, 
I am convinced that they 
do not warrant § suspen- 
sions.”’ 


The Public Service Com- 


mission has now abridged 
the suspensions."

PRESIDENT Kaunda yesterday warned against wastage in Zim- 
co companies and directed that in future promotions should be 
pegged to productivity and profitability of individual managers. 


He has ordered that 
productive capacities ot 
all Zimco companies 
should be directed 
towards the production 
of basic essential com- 
modities needed by the 
majority and not luxury 
goods for the elite. 

The President issued the 
directrves when he addressed 
Zimco executives at Mulungu- 
shi Hail yesterday. 

The meeting was attended by 
Party Secretary-General Mule- 
moda and members of the 

entral Committee including 
Chairman of the Finance and 
Econemic Sub-Committee Mr 
Elijah Mudenda. 

The President as Zimco 
chairman, said Zambia was 
going through its worst 
economic woes since Indepen- 
dence and there was no sizn ot 
an immediate improvement. 

From last Friday’s Budget 


and other directives, it- was - 


clear that the nation was not 
only geared for economic sur- 
vival, but also towards the 
management of the economic 
crisis. 

Zambia's economic survival 
lay in the hands of its own 
people and he called for hard 
work, unity and sacrifice for 
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evervone. 

Dr Kaunda said there was no 
room for business miscal- 
culations or costly mistakes. 

The Zimco group of com- 
panies must begin to build a 
sound a commercial and 
industrial base which will with- 
stand the vagaries of violent 
external economic pressures. 

“We must formulate crisis 
measures and implement them 
successfully thereby overcom- 
ing the harsh economic cr- 
cumstances of our times,’’ Dr 
kK aunda said. 

He hit out at shoddy 
management and said Zimeco 
and its subsidiaries ‘‘must 
Operate On sound business 
principles and discard import- 
oriented practices’’ which were 
responsible for their present 
low productivity. 

He warned that although the 
Government had given Zimco 
a leeway (0 charge economic 
prices, that could not be a 


substitute for hardwork and

Economic prices were onlv a 
short-term measure. The soiu- 
tlon lay in improved and 
lasting methods of production. 

For Zimco to achieve the 
enormous tasks ahead, there 
would be need for consider- 
able cooperation among top 
executives.

ZNCB DEBT RECOVERY--The Zambia National Commercial Bank has recovered 
K1,515,959 out of a total of K5.7 million in outstanding loans which it 
had earlier written off as bad debts. This is contained in the Action-

tabled in the National Assembly. The committee had, in the 1979 report, 
rejected the bank's decision to write off the loans and recommended that 
efforts should be made to recover the money. By March 31, 1982 the bank 
had recovered a sum of K1,044,353.75. However, from April to November, 
last year a further sum of K471,605.23 had been recovered, bringing the 
total recovery so far to K1,515,959. "Efforts are still continuing by the 
bank to recover the remaining amounts from customers," the report says.
